The dumping. of the’ bodies. of 
children who are victims of small- 
The police reports 
this morning stated that the bodies 
of two babies who died, of this 
disease were picked up in Yau- 
mati and the body of a child who 
of the same dfsense 
picked up in Mongkok. 
From the harhour, the. water 
police retrieved the bodies of two 
children, both of whom show signs 
of having died of small-pox.
